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Diane Kullis to 
fill in as interim 
superintendent

The Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education had been tasked with hiring 
a new interim superintendent, a new 
Human Resources Director, and a new 
Transportation Director, the sooner the 
better. 

With the May 11 resignation of Interim 
Superintendent/Human Resources Director 
Shonta Langford-Green, the board was left 
with two big holes in the administration. 

Then came the April 29 resignation of 
Transportation Director Karen Blevin, 
another important position. 

The process is under way to get a new 
superintendent on the job by July 1. 

At a special board meeting April 28, 
the board named Diane Kullis as interim 
superintendent, to officially begin the 
position on May 12, the day after current 
interim superintendent Green leaves. 

Kullis, who was Director of Instruction 
and now works as Federal and State Grant 
Coordinator, has been with the district 
since 2011. She was due to retire in June 
2015, but she said Supt. Van Tassel asked 
her to stay on for another year to train Jeff 
Moore, the new Director of Instruction, 
which she did. 

Kullis holds a Bachelor of Arts in Special 
Education, Deaf/Hard of Hearing; Master 
of Arts in Instructional Development and 
Technology; Master of Arts in Educational 
Leadership, with Elementary Principal and 
Central Office Certification; Director of 
Special Education Certification; Specialist 
of Arts — Educational Leadership; and a 
State of Michigan School Administrator 
Certificate. 

She will be paid an extra $100 a day as 
interim superintendent after she is officially 
on the job, similar to the agreement with 
Green to do the interim superintendent

School Board Trustee says MASB owes school district an apology

"As a board, we should register a 
complaint with the MASB," said Van 
Buren Public Schools Board of Education 
Trustee Sherry Frazier at the special board 
meeting April 28. 

She referred to the Michigan Association 
of School Boards whose representative Dr. 
Rodney Green is leading the program to 
find a new school superintendent for the 
Van Buren Schools to replace Michael Van 
Tassel who was fired in February. 

The Van Buren schools agreed to pay 
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$7,200 for his service. 

“We should register our concern over them 
sending us Green with his background,’ 
Frazier said. “I checked out the public 
records and it is accurate.” 

She said: “Shame on you,” to MASB. 
She added that she doesn’t know if they 
can trust Green’s work for them. 

No other board member commented on 
her statement, but later Frazier said all 
members of the school board were sent 
emails from a member of the East China 
School Board in St. Clair County telling 
about Green’s background. 

She said Green was fired for the same 
sorts of things Van Tassel was fired for. 

According to news reports, members 
of the East China District tried to warn 
Central Bucks School District families in 
Doylestown, PA, when it was considering 
Green for its superintendent for the third- 


largest school district in the state after 
a nationwide search. Green was getting 
about $148,625 per year in East China with 
5,000 students. 

Central Bucks, with about 20,000 students, 
hired him with a salary of $225,000 to 
start and then fired him after nine months 
in 2013. To break the four-year contract, 
he was able to leave the district with 
$364,000 and a year of health insurance in 
the severance agreement, which included 
a non-disparagement clause. That means 
neither side could say critical remarks 
about the other. He also was able to keep 
his district-paid iPad and iPhone. 

Several residents of the East China School 
District commented publicly about their 
dissatisfaction with Green’s performance 
and created a Facebook page: Save East 
China Schools.

work along with her Human Resources 
job. 

Actually, Kullis will start working with 
Green immediately to tend to pressing 
matters. School Board President Brent 
Mikulski said all the union contracts are up 
for negotiations and possible layoff notices 
should have been sent a month ago. 

Secretary Kevin English said Green said 
she would help with the transition. Green 
was not present at the meeting. 

Trustee Sherry Frazier said Green said 
she would be available to consult with 
the district. Trustee Frazier said she has 
received interest from others who were 
considered when Green was hired. She 
said the district has a long-term substitute 
who has Human Resources background. 

“We can count on them,” she said of 
employees inside the district. 

President Mikulski said Green will work 
to help the district and they can use internal 
staff with qualifications to prepare for May 
12, when Green is gone. 

He said the Human Resources job has 
been posted as a permanent position. 

Frazier said the position has to be filled as 
soon as possible and Trustee Kathy Kovach 
agreed. 

“It is no one’s intention to wait," said 
Secretary English. 

“We don’t want to appoint a cabinet for 
the new superintendent,” English warned. 

“We may be able to have a new 
superintendent make the final decision for 
these positions,” Mikulski said. 

English praised the considerable 
background of Kullis. 

Frazier agreed and made the motion to 
approve Kullis as interim superintendent 
beginning May 12. Kovach seconded 
and the board unanimously approved the 
motion. 

Frazier said Kullis needs to “immediately 
start working with Green to work on the 
immediate fires we have to put out.” 

Savage Four 

At the beginning of the meeting, Frazier 
made a motion to add to the agenda 
discussion and possibly a return to 
work of the four employees still on paid 
administrative leave at Savage Elementary 
School. One teacher recently signed an 
agreement and is back on the job. 

Trustee Alison Bennett seconded the 
motion and board vice president Martha 
Toth voted no. The motion passed. 

When the discussion began, Frazier said 
it’s been over 90 days that the teachers 
have been on paid administrative leave. 
In addition there has been the expense 
of payment for substitutes and growing 
attorney fees. 

“It is our prerogative,” she said, stating 
the board can take control and have them 


back to work after signing a hold-harmless 
agreement promising not to sue. 

Frazier said board members have been 
told there will be a report from attorneys 
in two weeks. 

“Another two weeks?” she asked, 
requesting fellow board members to state 
why they think it’s OK to wait longer. 

Kovach said she seeks the best interest of 
the students and community. 

“T think teachers should come back, but 
I don’t want to get sued...” Kovach said. 
"We're losing so many people.” She said 
the situation is “crummy.” 

Frazier said the board can tell the 
teachers they can return to the classroom 
on Monday if they sign the agreement. She 
said the attorneys already have had 90 days 
to deal with it. 

Trustee Bennett said it’s her understanding 
the hold-harmless agreement already has 
been offered to the teachers, so what would 
this prove? 

“If they don’t sign, we know which 
direction they’re going,” Frazier replied. 

“They were offered the same agreement 
as the one who signed,” vice president Toth 
said. 

“We have the authority to put the teachers 
back in the classroom,” Frazier insisted. 
“The reason I’m pushing is because of 
Green’s departure ... anew superintendent, 
Human Resources, Transportation Director 
... we have a lot on our plate.” 

Frazier made a motion to put the four 
teachers back to their jobs by May 1, 
stipulating they have to sign hold-harmless 
agreements before then. 

Toth said there is a seven-day revocation 
period in the agreement, so Frazier said 
they could go back to work seven days 
after signing. 

Mikulski said the attorneys are working 
on it. 

“Stop the fees for the attorney,” Frazier 
insisted. “We have the prerogative to 
put them back to work... We’ve spent 
$100,000 out of the instructional budget 
for attorneys. It’s been our goal to keep 
attorney fees low.” 

When Mikulski mentioned issues with 
the teachers, Frazier said, “We can force 
the issue. Either they want to go back to the 
classrooms ... or go off this way ... go off 
dead center or take tenure charges against 
them. We're spending time, resources." 

Toth said there is a seven-day revocation 
period and, "I want the agreement, but I 
don't agree doing it this way." 

"Are we doing what's best for the 
students?" Frazier asked. 

“If they sign by May 1, they can be back 
May 8;" Kovach said. 

“We can't be sued as a district because 
they're being returned to the classroom," 
Frazier said. 

“That’s what's there now," Mikulski 
said. 

“The risk is they won’t accept the offer,” 


Frazier said. 

“They haven’t accepted,” Mikulski said. 

“It’s already in front of them,” Bennett 
added. 

“Attorneys are involved,” Toth said. 
“They have to negotiate with the union. 
There is a contract.” 

Frazier said the teachers are employees 
and they have contracts through June 30. 

“You don’t have to involve attorneys at 
$300 an hour — that’s the average,” Frazier 
said. “He [Van Tassel] removed the teachers 
without telling the board. He told me he 
removed the teachers during the school day 
because our legal counsel advised him to. 
Poor legal advice. We were at the end of 
the marking period and could have waited 
another week. There was a fiasco on the 
report cards. Didn’t have anyone to put the 
grades together...” 

“I want the teachers back and I don’t want 
to get sued," repeated Kovach. 

"[ think everyone wants the teachers 
back,” Mikulski said. 

“Then, let’s do it,” Frazier said, accusing 
the board of letting the attorneys run the 
district. “We're the board.” 

"We're not letting the attorneys run the 
district," Mikulski said. “The attorneys are 
in it to protect the district. 

“My motion is to direct the teachers to 
return to their classrooms and sign a hold- 
harmless agreement saying the district will 
not be sued. Signed by May 1,” Frazier 
said. “Then we know where they stand.” 

“If we can’t get sued, I support,” Kovach 
said. 

English said the teacher situation is taxing 
the budget and reputation of the district, but 
Frazier’s motion is almost circumventing 
due process. 

“I’m not comfortable with that tonight,” 
English said. 

“The board of education is authorized to 
put employees on administrative leave and 
to put them back to work, with a signed 
hold-harmless agreement,” Frazier said. 

“If we had it before us, we could approve 
it,’ English said of a hold-harmless 
agreement. ^We don't have it before us 
tonight." 

Frazier withdrew her original motion and 
made a new motion to direct Langford- 
Green to consult with the attorneys and 
come up with a hold-harmless agreement 
by Monday. “It is a standard form,” she 
said. 

And, the motion continued, to direct 
teachers to sign the  hold-harmless 
agreement by May 2, with seven days 
to revoke or return to their classrooms. 
Kovach seconded the motion. 

Toth said this circumvents the rest of 
the things signed by the other teacher who 
returned. 

“There are other provisions in the 
agreement and I’m not willing to let them 
go,” Toth said. 

The roll-call vote showed Frazier and 


Kovach voting yes and the rest of the board 
voting no. 

Frazier then asked each board member to 
give a better idea on why having the hold- 
harmless agreement wasn’t good. 

“Td like comments," Frazier said, looking 
around the board table, focusing on Trustee 
Kelly Owen next to her. Owen had not 
spoken at all since the meeting began. 

"We're not requiring other board members 
to speak," Mikulski said, nevertheless 
offering an invitation to board members 
for comments. 

“No one has an opinion,” Frazier stated, 
when no one spoke up. 

“Not true,” Toth replied. 

“It’s very disturbing to be working 
with a board that won’t express ideas,” 
Frazier said. She said two Sundays ago she 
contacted board members by email and got 
no response. 

“It was a sign of a totally dysfunctional 
board,” she said. “The community should 
be aware of this ... This is a reality ... The 
community, the parents, deserve to know 
our thought processes on this issue.” 

She said since her contact, she and Toth 
exchanged emails, and so did English, 
Kovach, and Mikulski. 

"[ wonder about other board members 
who never talked about it,” Frazier said. 

“There’s nothing more than what has 
been said,” Bennett said, adding there are 
things in negotiation she does not wish to 
give up. 

“Its a no-win situation," Frazier said. “I 
agree with Mrs. Toth.” 

When members of the audience said 
they wished to speak, Mikulski said they 
could have spoken before the discussion, 
but there is no agenda item for that now 
because it’s a special meeting. 

Former school board trustee Scott Russell 
called out that the bylaws allow public input 
at special meetings, but he was ignored. 

“We could help you,” Russell said. 

English announced the state now allows 
retired teachers to substitute for one year, 
which should help the substitute situation. 
Frazier asked Finance Director Shareen 
Barker to present a full report on attorney 
fees for the year and she said she would. 

Toth cautioned that not all the attorney 
fees are for this issue. 

“We made a decision to keep our legal 
fees down,” Frazier said, adding she would 
like to see Barker’s figures compared to the 
previous year. 

Frazier said she checked on the 
Transportation Director situation and 
found that former VBPS Transportation 
Director Rhonda Lyons left VBPS and 
went to Huron Schools in New Boston. 
Lyons now has taken a job at RESA and 
she recommended Blevin for her former 
job at Huron. 

A member of the audience called out to 
the board: “What did you do that was so 
bad that you are afraid of being sued?”

Dispute over Honor 
& Remember flag 
steams up in city 


LeRoy Paige was at Monday’s meeting 
of the city council to seek Belleville’s 
support for the Honor and Remember 
flag he is promoting. Paige of Sumpter 
Township, a Vietnam veteran and manager 
of the statewide H&R group, already had 
received the full support of his Sumpter 
Township board for his flag. They agreed 
to fly the flag at the township for the month 
of May. 

A picture of the flag flying on a pole 
below the American flag at a municipal 
building in Sumpter brought consternation 
at Sunday’s Bugles Across America event 
at the Veterans Memorial in Belleville. The 
way it was flying, just under the American 
flag, was against flag protocol, they said. 

On Monday, after Paige was told the city 
would delay for two weeks consideration 
of his request to use the H&R flag at the 
Veterans Memorial, among other requests, 
he left the meeting. 

Cornell Anton, speaking for the local VFW 
and PLAV, said if Sumpter doesn’t remove 
that H&R flag from the American flag pole, 
the groups will withdraw participation in 
Sumpter Fest, held each Memorial Day 
week end. If the city allows the H&R flag 
to fly at the Veterans Memorial, the groups 
will cease participation in events at that 
site. The H&R flag resembles the North 
Vietnam and North Korean flags, which is 
one issue. Another issue is loyalty to the 
American flag.

A reader from Sumpter called to urge 
people who go to Belle Tire for tires and 
then get high quotes on repair jobs they 
didn’t know they needed on their cars -- to 
get a second opinion. 

Darryl Keller said he just went in to buy 
two tires and was told, by the way, you need 
a whole front end job for about $1,000. He 
took his car to a Belleville mechanic he 
has known for years to see if he could do it 
for less cost. That mechanic said there was 
nothing wrong with his car. 

Similar incidents have occurred with his 
wife's and son's cars. He ran into a man 
returning parts to a Belleville auto parts 
store. The man said Belle Tire said he 
needed all these parts, so he bought them 
and his son was installing them, when the 
son stopped to tell his dad to take the parts 
back to the store. Nothing was wrong with 
the car. 

He's talked to others who have had similar 
experiences. 

Darryl said he decided to call the 
Independent after the driver of the car he 
was in stopped for free air at Belle Tire. He 
said he saw an elderly man sitting inside 
holding a piece of paper that looked like 
the financial paperwork he had been given. 
He said he worries a lot that seniors are not 
getting second opinions on the repairs they 
are told they need. Or, women who don't 
know about cars. 

"[ wanted people in general to know;" 
he said, adding after he raised a rumpus 
over the wrong diagnosis of his wife's car, 
he got an apology and offer of two free oil 
changes. He said he told them he won't 
ever come back to this company. 

On June 25, 2015, we published a letter 
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from Kelly Boelter of Sumpter Township 
that told a similar story. Her husband had 
been given an estimate of $600 at Belle Tire 
for a repair. He got a second opinion from 
Lonnie's at Five Points. Lonnie's charged 
$30 for the same part. They've kept the 
documentation on the incident. 

Just get a second opinion if a proposed 
repair is costly. Can't hurt. 

Residents of Pine Forest subdivision 
in Van Buren Township were upset last 
week about all the trees being torn down 
to expand the pipeline that already goes 
through their neighborhood. 

One resident said she had lived there for 
18 years and it's so upsetting to see those 
trees gone. Pine Forest is in the area of W. 
Huron River Drive and Elwell Road. 

That line that also goes through school 
property. 

I was told about security people chasing 
three subjects who weren't supposed to be 
inside Belleville High School. Police Chief 
Berriman said the three were ticketed for 
trespassing. That was about 1:50 p.m., 
Thursday, April 21. 

There was another person outside and the 
car they all rode in was found to have drugs 
in it. Police said two were charged and will 
be heading to 34" District Court. 

Tom White, the disbarred attorney 
from Belleville who is serving time for 
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defrauding a lot of local folk, has been 
moved again.

I went over 
and found the shattered door being cleaned 
up. Chief Berriman said between 2:36 and 
7:46 a.m., a single male (they have video 
surveillance) broke in the door and made 
off with whiskey and cigarettes — no money. 
There could have been a second person, a 
lookout outside, he said. Belleville Police 
were working to identify the culprit.

HE SAW YOU 


To the Editor: 

After reading, “Beware, Thieves" in the 
April 14 issue, I just had to write my story. 

In 1991, I was visiting my mother in 
Florida. She showed me her big and 
beautiful red geraniums that she had grown 
in her front yard. She was so proud of them. 
In 1992, Mom died. In 1993, I placed the 
biggest pot of red geraniums I could find 
on her grave the day before Mother's Day. 
On Mother's Day I went to the cemetery 
and the flowers were gone. Somebody's 
Mother has a beautiful pot of flowers, but 
mine did not. To the person who stole my 
Mother's flowers: HE SAW YOU. 

Years ago on Christmas Eve, while my 
family was enjoying Christmas and Santa 
Claus, someone broke into our barn and 
stole the stand-up compressor. To that 
someone: HE SAW YOU. 

In 2007, Dad died. He wanted to be buried 
next to his Mom and Dad in Kinross, MI, 
so I took Dad and the family Up North for 
the funeral. While we were gone, someone 
cut the lock off the barn. They stole chain 
saws, welder, cutting torches, and many 
other tools. To that someone: HE SAW 
YOU. 

About two months ago, while my husband 
was standing in the middle of Main Street 
for the annual Knights of Columbus Charity 
Tootsie Roll Drive, a man stopped his car, 
jumped out, and stole one of our orange 
cones that the police chief wanted to be put 
out for everyone's safety. My husband saw 
you, and so did HE. 

But this one is the best. In April of 
2015, I bought a new Kubota RTV 900. In 
September, they went into a locked barn 
and stole it. I thought I had insurance on 
it.

So, the Friday before Easter, my 
new Kubota was delivered. On Monday, 
April 11, 2016 at 4 p.m., the dealer came 
to the farm for me to sign my papers on 
the new Kubota. At 11:45 p.m., that same 
night, the Sumpter Police called to tell me 
some GOOD NEWS. The Adrian Police 
found my stolen Kubota. I was told that it 
was about to be sold on the internet. The 
police found it six months later on US 23 
and 223 on a trailer about to leave the state. 
Yes, the man is in jail. To that man: HE 
SAW YOU, TOO.

CRAFT to hold public 
meeting at library on 
potassium iodide tablets 


Citizens’ Resistance at Fermi 2 (CRAFT) will 
host a public meeting at the Belleville Area 
District Library from 1 to 3 p.m. Saturday, 
May 7. 

The meeting will focus on the need for 
everyone living within a 50-mile radius of 
a nuclear reactor to keep on hand potassium 
iodide (KI) tablets to prevent the thyroid from 
absorbing radioactive iodide, should there be 
an accident. 

The meeting will highlight a presentation 
entitled “Fermi 2, Ki, and You!” given by 
Keith Gunter, co-chair of the Alliance to 
Halt Fermi 3, the featured speaker. CRAFT 
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is partnering with the Alliance and Beyond 
Nuclear, a national nuclear watchdog group, to 
raise public awareness of a method people can 
use to protect their loved ones. 

DTE Electric has provided KI vouchers for 
people living within ten miles of Fermi, but 
only 596 have obtained them. Canada mails 
KI tablets to their citizens living within the 
Fermi radius. France, Ireland, Sweden, and 
Switzerland pre-distribute the pills to their 
people. 

The American Thyroid Association has 
recommended everyone within a  200- 
mile radius have the tablets on hand and 
all government entities within a 200-mile 
radius stockpile them, should they be in wind 
direction of an accident.

I will fly the new ‘Honor 
and Remember’ flag 


To the Editor: 

I would like to respond to a letter in last 
week’s paper from Mr. Cornell Anton, Jr. 
With all due respect, I totally disagree 
with you. 

I’ve lived in Belleville all my life and 
a lot of my family still does. Our father 
taught us, Love God and Country, Respect 
Our Veterans and Honor Their Service. 

I actually believe that the Honor and 
Remember Flag is long overdue. In no way 
will it EVER change or replace what the 
American Flag stands for, as you seem to 
think. 

My paternal grandmother lost two 
sons in World War II. One was captured, 
tortured, and died shortly after his release. 
It took decades before a proper flag was 
accepted, our POW-MIA flag, actually 
until Aug 10, 1990! A flag which I proudly 
fly in remembrance to all still not returned 
home. 

I remember when my brother came home 
from service, he and dad went to join the 
VFW Post in Belleville (Post 4434). My 
dad, a World War II veteran was in Big 
Red 1 and served under General Patton. 
My brother served in Germany during the 
Vietnam era. The VFW Post was more than 
happy to accept my dad, but refused to 
accept my brother. They said Vietnam was 
a conflict, not a war. Well, tell that to all 
the families that lost loved ones over there. 
My dad informed them that his son put on 
the uniform and served his country with 
honor sustaining injury while over there. 
If that wasn't good enough for them, then 
they could keep their memberships and he 
would never join. 

When our Vietnam Veterans came home 
from War, many of our VFW members 
refused them membership. After many

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years the VFW finally had a change of 
heart. They realized if they didn't change 
their ways and allow Vietnam Veterans in, 
there would be no one to continue. Many 
of you now run the VFW Posts. 

My family military heritage goes back 
a long time with family members serving 
in every branch of this nation's military; 
my dad, brother, sister, uncles, nephews, 
fathers-in-law, brothers-in-law, cousins, 
and even my own son served with pride. 

I am grateful for our VFW, PLAV, 
American Legion; they all represent our 
Veterans. When my son passed away, I was 
extremely grateful to our own VFW for 
honoring him and all they do in honoring 
this community's Veterans. When your Post 
4434 folded the American Flag and placed 
it in my arms, I was extremely honored to 
accept it. The Honor and Remember Flag 
will in no way ever diminish that feeling 
or ever will. 

This community came together in 1989 
through 1991 to establish and erect a 
memorial to honor our fallen soldiers and 
remember those who served. I was one of 
many, family, friends, community leaders 
and veterans including the VFW and PLAV 
to accomplish this, and we did. 

WHO ARE YOU, MR. ANTON, to 
suggest that flying this flag at our memorial 
site is wrong? You should be ashamed to 
suggest our community leaders not take this 
into serious consideration. I’ve known one 
of the men on this project for many years; 
he is a fellow veteran and would never do 
anything to dishonor our American Flag.

PLEASE TAKE NOTICE that the Cities of Flat Rock, Gibraltar and Woodhaven in the County 
of Wayne, the Charter Townships of Brownstown, Huron and Van Buren in the County of Wayne, 
and the Village of South Rockwood in the County of Monroe (collectively, the *Local Units" and 
each a “Local Unit”) have each approved the execution of a contract (the *Contract")with the 
South Huron Valley Utility Authority (the *Authority") pursuant to Act No. 233, Public Acts of 
Michigan, 1955, as amended, which Contract will provide among other things that the Authority 
will acquire, construct, furnish and equip improvements to the Authority's sewage disposal system, 
consisting generally of reequipping existing biological treatment tanks with new diffused aeration 
equipment, including mixers, diffusers, blowers, valves, gates, control system improvements, and 
safety improvements, together with all necessary appurtenances and attachments thereto and will 
issue its bonds in the approximate amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 to finance all or part of the 
cost of said improvements. Each Local Unit, including the Charter Township of Van Buren, will 
pay to the Authority annually all sums necessary to retire its share of the principal of and interest 
of said bonds pursuant to a proposed Financing Contract among the Authority and the Local Units.

CONTRACT OBLIGATIONS OF THE LOCAL UNITS 


It is presently contemplated that said bonds will be issued by the Authority in the principal 
amount of not to exceed $3,700,000 and will be payable in not to exceed twenty (20) years, and will 
bear interest at a rate not exceeding 6% per annum on the outstanding principal balance, subject 
to revision pursuant to Michigan law and the Contract.

VBT Traffic Services 
to patrol neighborhoods, 
busy intersections 


In a May 2 news release, Van Buren 
Township Public Safety Director Gregory 
Laurain announced that Officers Ryan 
Barry, Scott Griggs, and Ryan McCornick 
of the Traffic Services Division will be 
conducting special enforcement details in 
the township neighborhoods, as well as the 
most highly traveled intersections. 

These initiatives are in an effort to slow 
down motorists and reduce traffic violations 
and collisions, he said. 

Director Laurain said over the last several 
months, his department has received 
numerous traffic complaints regarding 
speed within neighborhoods. This detail 
will primarily focus on reducing these 
concerns, he said. 

“We ask everyone to please pay close 
attention to speed limit signs upon entering 
and throughout the neighborhood you 
reside in,” Laurain said. “The speed limit 
in most residential neighborhoods within 
VBT is 25 mph. Some neighborhoods are 
posted at lower speeds. 

"Please remember that the school year 
is almost over and the temperature is on 
the rise," he said. “More residents will be 
outdoors with their children and reducing 
speed in neighborhoods will help make 
these areas safer for all." 

Laurain said VBT offers its residents 
access to a speed trailer display unit which 
can be towed to an area in a neighborhood 
and set up in minutes. This unit will display 
the posted speed limit in the area it's placed, 
and will show drivers their speed, warning 
them if they are over the posted limit. 

“If you feel that an area is becoming 
unsafe due to speed, please let us know 
or request the speed trailer to be set up 
in your neighborhood by going to our 
website at www.vanburen-mi.org . Under 
Departments, go to Public Safety/Police, 
then click on Traffic Services and send us 
an email with you request," he said.
